Education— Paying for Results, 

Of nil the questions having n bearing 
on the future well-being of this Provineo 
not one, perhaps, is more important than 
that of education; and, it nitty bo that tho 
Board is justified in regarding present 
result* as not a fair return for so large 
au expenditure of publio money and 
effort on tho part of its members. Ent 
thev may console themsolves ■with tho 
thought that even England, abounding 
in philanthropy, as muoh as in wealth, 
has not succeeded in devising a scheme 
satisfactory to all. Admitting, however 
that results here are not satisfactory, ono 
' may well doubt whether "payment for re- 
sults" even if practicable at all, is tho ro- 
inedy. It certainly, clashes with the 
principle of compulsion, embodied in our 
school laws, and fast becoming the rule 
everywhere, and seems admirably adapt- 
ed to drive away every good teacher who 
inay bo so unfortunate as not to win one 
of tho well-paid schools into other em- 
ployment. Tho fine, henceforth, is to bo 
levied on him instead of on tlio negligent, 
it may bo criminally negligent, parent. 
Nor is this tho wholo. His stipend is to 
bo dependent in part on tho weather, on 
tho roads, part on tho general health. A 
month or two of snowy weather, or the 
prevalance of measles may alter his pay 
to the tune of $10 or SliU per month. It 
is quite right that those who are entrust- 
ed with tho spending of tho people's 
money should try to obtain an equivalent 
if possible; but. it is remarkable that 
"payment for results" should be first at- 
tempted in a sphere where it is scarcely, 
if at all, applicable;"for results" here are 
not ascertainable by merely counting 
noses, nor, do thoy bear an invariable ratio 
to effort, which is certainly of some valuo. 
Nor is tho proposed mode of payment by 
any mean3 so fair as it Bcems. Whatever 
may be the number of his pupils, each 
teacher devotes tho same number of hours 
daily to the work. It may bo through 
no fault of his that lie has not 10 scholars 
in place of 20, and it is simply absurd 
to suppose that ho with 40 works one 
whit harder than ho with 20. He simply 
has larger find morn easily managed clas- 
ses. What principlo of fairness, again, is 
there in the proposal to pay those having 
an average of 19 $120 a year less than him 
having 20; §2-10 less than him with 30? 
If the sliding scale must be adopted why 
leap by tens, either of average attendance 
or increased salary? Surely the country 
is rich enough to afford $50 per month 
for an average of 15; $55 for 20; $00 for 
25; $l ; 5 for 30; $70 for -10; and $80 for 50 
and tho Board of Education should bo 
empowered to dismiss incompetent tea- 
chers where local boards fail to do so 
Reverting onco more to tho injustice of 
levying a fine on teachers for negligence 
on the part of some parents, it is not less 
so to make his pay in any way dependent 
on the exercise of a very proper care on 
the part of others. If it ho encumbent 
on all parents to send their children, as a 
rule, regularly to school, it is equally in- 
cumbent on them to keep them at homo 
during inclement weather, especially if 
young, weak, or residing at a long dis- 
tance from school. But this proper caro 
of their offspring may have a serious in- 
fluence on tho teacher's stipend; in fact, 
the principlo is unfair in nearly all its bear- 
ings. " What, "said an objector to Buskin's 
political economy, "pay all workmen 
alike!" "Yes" he replies, "but don't hire 
the idle or incompetent." Invidious dis- 
tinctions are always to ho deprecated, 
and it is vory likely that teachers in tho 
outlying districts on the Island will fail 
to see why Yale should have a privilege 
denied to Comox, since the necessaries of 
lifo are none, perhaps little higher at 
Lillooet or Eamloops than at Saanich or 
Cowichan. We give the Board of Educa- 
tion credit for good intentions, but we 
vory much fear it will not bo our plea- 
sure to congratulate them upon any real- 
ly valuable results.

Tho process of extracting ^evidence 
from the chief witnesses in tho Texada 
transact ions has been repeatdly and not in- 
aptly likened by tho judges to the op- 
eration of drawing teeth. As the mys- 
teries of tho Iron Ring are gradually 
brought to light, one sees more clearly 
the political workings of the patent com- 
bination. Tho light thus evolved ex- 
plains tho course of porsons and events 
both in and out of Parliament w hich for- 
merly appeared mysterious and unaccoun- 
table. It would he interesting to know 
now many votes in the House and in the 
late elections wero influenced by the Iron 
Ping; — how much it hud to do with goer- 
tain other transactions, for instance the 
Mayor's wrong decision at the Alhambra 
meeting in January last— how much it 
had to do with the apparent devotion of 
certain parties to the lato Premier. Ac- 
tions previously inexplicable are account- 
ed for as namo, are dragged into the 
light. Bnt all these nre the mere fringes 
of tho case. Tho gravamen of the charge 
consists in the abuse of official knowledge 
and power for improper and corrupt pur- 
poses. It would ill become ns to antici- 
pate ovidonco; we prefer oven to refrain 
from commenting upon that already ad- 
duced until tho investigation shall have 
comotoanend. As for the expense of 
tho enquiry, which appears to occasion 
so much anxiety on tho part of tho or- 
gan, we shall have an answer by and by. 
It seems necessaiy, however, to remind 
our contemporary that tho solo responsi- 
bility must rest with Government, who 
asked for, and tho Legislature which 
grantod, tho Commission. Tho organ ap 
pears suspiciously nnxious tc have the 
inquiry closed. Doubtless it has good 
reason for desiring that!

Editor Coxokist: — In your issue of 
Feb. 11th wo have the Estimates for 
187-i, i soo they keep the lion's share 
below Lyuton. The share that falls to 
the Mainland above Lytton is very 
small indeed. Lillooet yets the magni- 
ficent sum of §8,800 out of nearly 
$800,000, and when some one gets 

10 per cent commission for paying it 
out there will be $7,920 for account 
ofroads, streets ami bridges. But 
they nre far more liberal on tho Lower 
Fraser. The giving $80,000 to build 

11 wagon road where they have steam 
communication all the year round and 
where there is not sufficient traffic to 
keep the road open, is certainly a very 
good stroke of policy. The cattle trail 
from Lillooet toBurrard Inlet or Howe 
Sound will require from $8,000 to 
$10,000 to finish it; and as it is the 
only outlook wo have for a market it 
is of the last importance that it should 
bo commenced at once and forced 
through with all possible speed. Wo 
have for the last three years boon rais- 
ing large crops of grain mid increas- 
ing our herds of cattle in the happy 
belief that, Canada would Keep faith 
and build the railway, and thus give 
us a market. But it looks now as 
though they were going to let DeCos- 
mos barber it off for a portfolio in tho 
Mackenzie Cabinet. 

Now, there is any amount of flour, 
beans, bacon and beef, that could bo 
taken to thu Lower Eraser and Vic- 
toria markets were tho Lillooet trail 
put through, and farmers would have 
some encouragement to go on ; but as 
it is now [ do not, think there will be 
the one-fourth of the crops put in this 
year there was last year. We have 
nearly three years' crops oh hand now 
and have absolutely no market for it. 

Many of the old settlers- aro leaving 
for the new mines and few will proba- 
bly ever return. Wo are all satislied 
that unless the railway is commenced 
at once this part of the Province 
played out and the higher up ono goes 
tho worse things looks. 

Beeves that used to fetch 8 and 9 
cents can bo bought for 3 or 4 cents on 
foot, and no buyers. Flour can be 
bougnt for §5 and $6 and up. 

As far as Soda ('reek, wheat, barley and 
oats can't bo cashed, ;</e/>'cered,fpr 2 cents, 
So you can seo that the Province is going 
behind instead of going ahead— and no 
wonder, with such men as DeCosmos, and 
his highly educated supporters to guide 
p.s. .11 tho Canadian go\ornment will 
not build the railway at once, let us cut 
the cable and get clear a| them, we can 
be no worse oil' than wo were before. Wo 
are all of one mind np here, viz., the 
immediate commencement of tho Rail- 
way according to the Terms of .Union or 
dissolve partnership, lint, I hope Puns- 
ter, Rosci a, Dewdney, Thompson nud 
Cunningham will keep n sharp syfi cn 
DeOosmos or he may fix us so vhat we 
cannot .get out of their, clutches again. 
But I think they will do their duly, and 
insist upon the fulfilment of the contract 
to the very letter. U'e havo heard that 
some parties, from up-country, havo in- 
formed the StU[)d(irdS>\}at Mr. Humphreys 
will never be elected for Lillooet again. 
Thny must be some of the /Standard's par- 
ticular friends] they certainly mistake the 
peoplo of Lillooet. If Mr. Humphreys 
runs again, and we all hope ho will, he will 
got a larger majority than over before; 
but our other member had bettor mako 
good lifte of his time as his show for re- 
election is very, very small,

The Tickboine Trial. 

Th«i Clouifijf Scene. . 

Tho London papers of later dates rut 
New York, are filled with accounts of the 
proceedings in tho Tichborne case. The 
Daily News thus describes tho last day of 
tho great trial:— 

1 ' With something more than punctuality 
the enormous person who was to play so 
passive and yet so important a part in the 
last act of tho great Tichborne drama 
made his appearance, and took his place, 
neatly attired in a dark blue frock-coat, 
as usual at the little green baize table 
confronting Mr. Justice Mollor, in tho 
'well' of the court. It wanted then ton 
minutes to ten, and those folks who will 
have their jokes on serious matters wore 
reminded that, curiously unlike his old 
friend Arthur Orton, tho defendant has 
always had a habit of coming up to time 
when wanted. On his left snt his secre- 
tary and faithful 'shepherd of his hock' 
of Wapping witnesses, Mr. Harding, and 
with him his attorney, Mr. Harcourt. On 
his right was tho fine mulatto, young 
Bogle, who has had time to grow from a 
child into a man since the Tichborne case 
was also in its childhood. There, on tho 
green baize, lay tho lady's leather reticule 
hag in which tho defendant's lettern have 
regularly, overy morning, awaited his in- 
spection. There was tho p.iir of scissors 
which has often afforded him solace and 
pastime when Mr. Hawkins was making 
disagreeable observations, or when Dr. 
Kenoaly wa3 indignantly denying that 
his client over had ono single good qual- 
ity about him, and vowing that beforo he 
sat down ho would 'strip that jay,' Koger 
Tichborne, 'of his borrowed plumes.' 
Thcro, too, wna the littlo pocket diction- 
ary, an English . Webster Condensed, by 
tne aid of wnich he had learnt to eschew 
such doubtful particles as 'woiroted' and 
'busted' to steer clear of 'mountaynious' 
difficulties, and, to know the truo ortho- 
graphy of 'sparrowgrass,' that accursed 
vegetable, which, from tho hour when 
h's invitation to 'my dear mamma' to 
partake of it in conjunction with lamb 
fell into tho bands of counsel, caused him 
to bo thoobject of derision to his enemies, 
and furnished Sir John Coleridge with 
an argument in favor of tho view that not 
Paris but High street, Wapping, was big 
native homo. 

*' It was just on tho strokn of ton, and 
the jury were all in their bos, when the 
buz./, in court took a new tone, Dr. Kene- 
ealy— so rare a sight of late— having 
mode his appearance in tho attiro of a 
Queen's Counsel, silting in tho front row 
as leading advocate of the defendant in 
the cause. Behind him Mr. MoMahon 
and Mr. Cooper Wylde, wore nleo in 
their places, anil on the opposite side the 
contending forces led by Mr. Hawkins 
and Mr. Serjeant Parry were calmly 
awaiting tho issue of tho contest. Down 
dropped all tho standing multitude as the 
appearance of tho judges' clerk and 
Master Oockburn from behind the els.ro.t- 
colored curtains which sheltered tho 
bench botokod tho advent of the Judges, 
and then the Bar rose again, and with 
them the defendant, to mako their cus- 
tomary obeisances, while tho Chief Justico, 
after a momentary arrangement of his 
papers, commenced once more with tho 
familiar words, 'Gentlemen of the Jury,' 
How tho man who claims to the barODotoy 
&nd lands of Tichborne, and whose at- 
tacks upon tho character of tho living 
and upon tho memory of tho dead wore 
now about to brought to a final test, com- 
ported himself in the crisis of his fate 
may possibly always afford room for 'his- 
toric doubts.' But those who sat watch- 
ing him attentively from tho opposite 
aoats in the well of tho court Baw many 
tokens of tho painful interest with which 
ho followed each sentence from tliolloiich, 
and, indeed, every step in the proceedings. 
There had been the customary cordiulity 
in tho shako of the hand with his counsel 
ami tho accompanying smile, 'all over his 
featuros,' as one of the witnesses had it. 
This smile, however, quickly settled 
down into that oppressed and worn ex- 
pression which had boon more and more 
observable of lato in tho defendant's coun- 
tenance. The 'pouting lip,' whieh Donna 
Hayloy, of Melipila, hnB spoken of as 
oharaetaristio of tho boy Orton, is a 
graphic descriptive touch which haa done 
not a littlo harm to bis cause; but if this 
was tho samo lip thoro was on Saturday 
x frequent mbvementabout tho wholo re- 
gion of tho mouth which might have 
given tho darkChilinn lady somo troublo 
to recognize it. It was in vniu now to 
tear paper audibly and bite tho tips of 
quill pons. 

Thoro was a faint attempt to noribblo 
notes on bits of paper, as in tho old days, 
when it was a comfort, with tho aid of a 
littlo dictionary, to write bucIi words as, 
'Mr. Huwkius may talk; I am Sir Rogor 
Tiohborno, and ho can't unniako mo,' and 
hand thorn to hlf friendsdiut an Etatardsy 



the pen was soon dropped again, and the 
chin onco mora resting on the hands, ns 
the restloss, sunken eyes, under thick eye- 
brows tipped with grey, wandered from 
the Bench to tho jury, and back to tl e 
Bench again, If time is to count byovents 
in which wo are deeply concerned , it must 
liavB soemod to him ages ago sinco an ap- 
peal from a juryman to Dr. Kenealy 
against unnecessary- prolixity was always 
frdlowed by an audible whisper from liis 
client to 'give that fellow another week, 
Doctor,' or even sinco such an observation 
as 'what right has ho to say that?' was 
conventionally supposed not to bo hoard 
by the Chief Justico, of whom it was spo- 
ken. Tho many chances of a break down 
of a trial that had extended over tho 
greater part of a twelvemonth wore at 
last exhausted, Thcro was now but one 
faint kopo and that was In the jury box, 
whither tho eyes accordingly returned 
again and again with the wearied look of 
one who would rather know the worst at 
once than to wait for another half hour 
even for tho chance of hearing his acquit- 
tal. 

"Thoro havo, indeed, been more res- 
sons than ono why the defendant should 
have failed to be happy of late. Some 
days havo elapsed since a mysterious 
stranger had taken his seat right opposite 
the green baize table in the well of the 
court facing the object of nil these pro- 
ceedings at scarcely more than an arm's 
length. Ho was an athletic young man, 
square-shouldered, round-headed, with a 
thick brown beard, and ratherdetermined 
cast of countenance. It was certain that 
ho was not an official of that court. Ho 
took no notes, nor did he appear to inter- 
est himself in tho slightest, degree in tho 
eloquent words that were falling from the 
Bench. Why did this young man take a 
sudden fancy for lingering day after duy 
in that place — speaking to no one, und 
not even going out during luncheon time? 
The gossip was that dreadful anonymous 
letters had been received by tho Judges 
of what thu man who had confessed to be- 
ing an old chum of tho notorious and ter- 
rible Morgan, the bushranger, was going 
to do if his Lordship's observations did 
not take a moro favorable tone; or if the 
jury should venture to imbibe unsatisfac- 
tory notions of his explanation on the Or- 
ton question, or bis solemn observations 
with regard to the sealed packets It was 
rumored that, although little importance 
was attached to these exciting epistles, it 
was thought not inexpedient to placo the 
atbluiic young man with the brown beard 
in front of the green baize table. Bo that 
as it may, however, it was manifest that 
his appearance there was irksome — a sort 
of death's head without the feast, which 
was irritating and ominous. But on Sa- 
turday morning tho young man was sud- 
denly joined by two others of similar 
build, and theso wore now known to bo 
constables in plain clothes, prepared to 
retire if tho jury should acquit, butothoi- 
wiHe ready to lay their hands upon the 
broad shoulders of tho man, who must 
have been more than human if these tbreo 
strangers— so like the expectant demons 
in tho old legendary dramas— bad not in- 
spired hiiu with dismal forebodings. 

'"There was a sudden outburst of long 
pent up chattering as the jury, finally dis- 
missed to consider their verdict, literally 
fought their way by the aid of the police 
through the mass of barristers and other 
persons in tho side passage of the court. 
It was then only ten minutes past noon; 
but everybody had been up early on that 
morning, and nandwiches anil sherry 
broko forth nt all points, while the chat- 
tering grew louder and louder, and for 
somo tima nobody but the defendant 
looked up at tho clock. It was curious 
to observe during the interval that fol- 
lowed how entirely the chief actor in tho 
sceno was disregarded. Except his three 
unpleasant neighbors, nobody now turn- 
ed his head towards tho green baize table. 
A. quarter of an hour— then twenty min- 
utes had elapsed. Was there a difference 
of opinion ? Had the one obstinate jury- 
man, 'wise in his own conceit,' whom tbe 
Lord Chief Justice had forewarned, sud- 
denly made his appearance ? Who could 
say? But the defendant's countenance 
certainly grew brighter as the minutes 
passed. But then tbero was an ominous 
silence, and the words, 'the jury are com- 
ing,' ran through the assembly ,and every- 
body remarked that, one way or other, 
they must have made up their minds, or 
why return so soon ? This time, for an 
easier passage, the twelve were conducted 
by the tipstaff along tho well of the court, 
brushing as they passed, (he table of tho 
defendant. Then the 'pouting lip' be- 
came disturbed again ; tho famous 'twitch' 
or. up and .down, movement of tho wrin- 
kles in tho brow, became for a moment 
porcoptiblo, and finally the features set- 
tled down again into tho old sullen look. 
It was easy to seo that to one man at 
least, though he was not in tho jury-box, 
tho result was already practically known. 

Before the last of the twelve had settled 
down tbe massive gold chain strotcliing 
from pocket to pocket of the defendant's 
vast breadth of waistcoat was detached, 
and , with tho chronometer watch, han- 
ded by him to tho custody of young Bo- 
gle, with tho alacrity of a man who knew 
well enough that his minutes of liberty 
ware numbered. Dead silence prevailed 
among tho wholo nssombly as tho Judges 
resumed their scats, and, Master Cock- 
born in his wig and gown rose, and, hav- 
ing called over the names of the jury, 
asked, 'Gontlemeu, are you agreed on 
your verdict?' 'Wo aro,' was the reply; 
and, when the usual ceremony laid been 
gone through, and tho verdict of 'Guilty 1 
returned on tho two counts, Mr. Dickons, 
the foreman, in a firm, clear voice, read 
tho paper announcing Hint tho jury were 
agreed upon tho three great issues, which 
inchtdos all tho rest involved in the in- 
dietmont— namely, that the defendant is 
not Bogor Tichborne; that he did not so- 
dneo Lady Badclifl'e — to which was ap- 
pended tho opinion that there is not tho 
Blightest evidence that Roger Tiohborne 
wns even guilty of any undue familiarity 
whatever with that lady; and thirdly, they 
wero agreed that tho defendant is Arthur 
Orton. A further paper, handed up by 
tho jury, censuring, in severe terms, the 
unfounded charges of Dr. Kenealy, as 
well as tho violont language and demean- 
our of that gentleman, was then read 
aloud by tho Lord Chief Justice, and the 
defendant being ordered to stand lip, Mr. 
Justice Mel lor, after a fow remarks upon 
the enormity of his ofVencoR, passed the 
sontonce of twice bjvoii years' penal servi- 
tude. 

"During his brief nd dross, the defen- 
dant stood with his bond slightly bent, 
and o\idently listening attentively. Prom 
time totimo ho mado an effort to moisten 
his lips with his tongue; his hands wan- 
dered from his trousers-pockets to tho 
button-holes of his ooat, nnd his hugo 
form assumed a scarcely proceptiblo os- 
oillntory movement. The rraliow hue 
Umt b*d»pr«id,c-vs>r Ui iMttireata those 



few moments indicated the fact that uer 
ves not easily moved had felt a shock i > 
which fow men in that position oould 
have failed to bo sensible. At tho con- 
clusion of the sontenco lie looked up, and 
with a painful smile, and addressing ap- 
parently tho Lord Chief Justice, inquired 
'May I reply, my Lord?' «JB(v>! ejaoula 
ted Ins Lordship, who had evidently beon 
prevented by tho slight stir in court from 
oatoliingthe question, which was then re- 
peated in tho modified form, 'May I b« 
allowed to say a fow words?' 'Certainly 
not,' replied his Lordship; and then a 
swift top on the shoulder from the tipstaff 
remanded tho questioner that his liborty 
was forfeited to tho law. There was a 
hurried shako of tho hands with Dr 
Kennoly.who said 'good by' rather ooldly; 
und, with tho tipstaff preceding, and the 
three men whoso faces had probably 
beon already imprinted for life upon his 
memory, Arthur Orton, aim Thomas 
Castro, alias Sir Roger Chas. Tichborne, 
Bart., walked out of court to go through 
tho customary process of 'searching' in 
an inner room, tlienco to bo convoyed to 
the dismal stone gaol in the Old Bailey 
with tho interior of which ho had already 
a slight acquaintance. 

TUB PItlSONER in NEWGATE. 

"The omnibus— not tho ordinary pri- 
son one, but a small dark vehicle, used by 
the police on special occasions— in which 
the claimant left Westminster, proceeded 
at a smart pace through Abingdon ntreet, 
and thenco over Lambeth Bridge, along 
the Southern Embankment, down Stam- 
ford street, and over Blaokfriars Bridge 
I ill it reached tho Old Bailoy. Arriving 
there, tho vehicle entered the court yard, 
where it has bean customary for prisoners 
to alight sinco the lato Penian outbreak 
and tho prisoner was soon passed into the 
goal in charge of Inspector Denning On 
prisoners being admitted, it is the cus- 
tom of ono of the chief officials to call 
each by name as they enter, and in this 
instance the functionary intrusted with 
that duty called out 'Thomas Castro, 
alias Arthur Orton,' but to this no answer 
was made, and tho progress to the cell 
was quickly accomplished, the prisoner 
wearing a cast-down expression. Mr. 
Jonas, Governor of tho goal, was absent 
at the time, but, pursuant to his direc- 
tions, tho prisoner was placed in the same 
cell that he had o .-cupied during his for- 
mer incarceration. Tho usual formality 
of 'a warm bath' was gone through, as 
was the ceremony of 'searching,' but the 
only article taken from him was a scarf- 
piu— his watch and chain having been, 
as stated elsewhere, handed to young 
Boglo in court before the verdict. As 
far as is practicable, Saturday in Newgate 
is observed as a quiet day, and henco the 
process of 'cropping' was postponed till 
to-day (Monday); and as none of the 
prison suits fitted the prisoner, 'it is ex- 
pected that ho will wear his own clothes 
tiil a convict dress can bo supplied. He 
has made no reference to his case, and 
readily complies with tho rules of tho pri- 
Bon. As on his committal to Newgate, he 
reports himself a Roman Catholic, and 
accordingly he was not present at Divin* 
service at the prison chapel yesterday. 
No one but the prison officials has been 
allowed to see him. It seems that an or- 
der from tho Secretary of State was re- 
quired for his removal to Millbank, 
whither it was thought he would haT» 
been taken; but of his future destination 
nothing is at present known.

To Regulate the Scale of Costs payable tir to bo taken 
iu cases of Distress, under VThe Municipality Act 
Amendment Act, 1873." 

T»K IT ENACTED by the Mayor and Council of the 
JiS Corporation ot the City of Victoria, B.C., as fol- 
lows: 

In all cases of Distress for Taxes under the above- 
mentioned Act the costs shall be regulated, payable 
nod taken according to tho following scales: 
(a) Where tho sum shall not exceed $100— Warrant, 

ii 50; Man in Possession per day, $2 60. 
(h) Where the sum shall exceed $100— Warrant, $4; 
Man In Possession per day, $2 60. 

This iiy-law may bocitetl for all purposes as "The 
Distress Regulation By-lnw, 1874."
